acquisitions Irora which will proris Die best 
preparation for your public teaching. You 
will, of course, avail yourself of the aid 
which the advance of social criticism and lite- 
rature has supplied for the more accurate study 
of the holy writings. Toascerlaio what the 
"Scriptures really teach, the rery mind of the 
Holy Spirit who iodic led them, is the primary 
and essential part of «'laking heed unto the 
doctrine." This is iho (rue wayjp become 
a well-read lheologiah-4 tcr'ibV well furni-b. 
ed in I In; t*.\*t of the Lord. It is proper that 
you should he acquainted with those' systems 
of Divinity which great and good mem hare 
penned ; indeed your knowledge off these 
things cannot be too varied or extensive, but 
be admonished to refuse to be trammelled by 
human systems boworer eaccltenl ; draw your 
senlicneuls Irons ihe only infallible source, the 
Rible. It is unwise lo be content with streams 
which bate suffered some mingling, when we 
have the pure and exhauslless fojntaio. We 
may profitably Uie tbe former, but we cannot 
do Without ihe latter. Whatever else sr t 
lack, let us oot be wanting in reverence for the 
fullne-s and authority of the Bible. You will 
find il of greal advantage to your ministry to 
meddle wiih other departments of knowledge 
besides iho^ which ore slrictly relijous. 
The study of man is of essential moment, and 
of l&e classes or aaeo particularly wilh whom 
you have to deal. Cultivate habits of careful 
observation and experience; bul an these ul 
terly fail to teach rome persons who remain 
dullness itself in regard to all lhat concerns llie 
knowledge of mankind, we may be permitted 
to commend the matter to your earnest alien. 
lion. See lo it, my brothern, that you ar.- 
erer lfsroin(f facts and lessons in this school 
'lhc Minister ol Christ should be poaies-e-J ol 
a general acquaintance with uio;t subjects ofe 
fcpeculalive or practical value, ond should keep 
himself informed of ihe history of the present 
lirnei i ftst Gf our coiiteiuporary gcoera- 
lion, He. Such a course is needful to the 
character of on intelligent man j withal, it sup- 
plies to the teacher of religion an endless vari- 
ety ol ill U lira t mil % which are not only useful 
iu opening up the truth, but which lend to im- 
press it upon the mind* of the people, Kicbew 
Ibe noisy and fiisH-iaafcfog in your style. Do 
nothing for the mere cake of popularity. It 
never wears. For a season it looks well, the 
crowd tlarea an applaud ; hut no respect or 
influence is gained, ond eveo the noise soon 
passes away. We are in favor of earnestness, 
and even grace of manner. Speak iu lh* beM 
possible way ; but do nothing for show. Wt 
must speak to eomtnand allenliou. You koow 
the story of Demosthenes. If be tUs proper- 
ly labored lo acquire lhat wonderful power lor 
secular objects j ou^hi not we to toil yet 
more earnestly for a power for the furtherance 
of the spiritual ir.teresls of men. If atten- 
tion is to be kepi anake there must be direct- 
ness in your manner of conveying truth. 
livery thing must appear to be subordinate, and 
must, in fact, be subordinate to the oce great 
end of enlightenment and impression. Remem- 
ber that tbe Holy Spirit convicts human souls 
from the error" of their ways only by means of 
Divine Iruib, and that by the same instrurnenl 
he Modifies saints, iicmerober too, aod let 
the impression on Ibis point be thorough, that 
His con ric tmg influences mostly attend an ad- 
apted ministration of tbe ' Word. Those 
preachers am even most successful who soar- 
range truth, eo choose acceptable words, so 
adapt Heir style and illustrall0QS:to their 
bear%ri,.ao present the word to'lhn. coAscUoce 
as ore most manifestly filled to produce- im- 
pression snd.coDviction.
